The third man had a machine- 
gun set up and covered passengers 
as they were ordered out of the 
train. The robbers, apparently 
looking for weapons, took nothing 
from the passengers, but took 
pouches containing about $20,000 
from the mail car. 

$46,000 Holdup in Ohio. 
Five members of the Alvin Kar- 


pis gang were charged with the 


machine-gun robbery of a passen- 
ger-mail train at Garrettsville, O., 
in 1935. 

When the train pulled into the 
station, the robbers forced the 
train crew out of the engine, fired 
a shot into the mail car and 
forced a bystander to help carry 
mail pouches out of the car to a 
nearby automobile. The holdup 
netted the gang about $46,000. 

Four armed and masked men 
terrorized and robbed about 80 
passengers aboard a train en route 
from Chicago to the gulf coast in 
1935. They fired a shot into the 
ceiling of each car to scare the 
passengers as they went through 
the train and got away with less 
than $1000. 

After finishing their search they 
rode the train for half an hour 
before dropping from the train 
near Kankakee, III. 

A Florida-bound train was held 
up near Bellefontaine, O., in 1931 
by six armed and Masked men. 
They shot one passenger and Col- 
lected about $3000 from six others.

With the apparent knowledge 
that the committee was all set to 
report out the resolution regard- 
less of the arguments which would 
be presented, Shockley magnani- 
mously heard the opposition at the 
hearing a week ago. 

Strong Opposition Voiced. 

Seldom has there been such a 
strong showing of opposition to 
any bill or constitutional amend- 
ment. More than 100 men and 
women, representing conservation 
organizations from all parts of the 
state, appeared and for more than 
three hours expressed their objec 
tions. They told in great detail the 
accomplishments of the commis- 
sion in restoring wild life in the 
state, many species of which were 
almost extinct when the voters 
put the politicians out and turned 
the job over to the non-political 
commission. They described the 
work of reforestation of the de- 
nuded hills of the Ozark moun- 
tains region. 

After that hearing Shockley said 
he might have another at which 
proponents would be heard, but he 
abandoned the idea and called his 
committee in executive session yes- 
terday afternoon to get his reso- 
lution out on the floor of the 
House. 

The committee was in session 
less than 10 minutes, but in that 
time not only voted to report out 
the Shockley resolution but also a 
resolution submitting an amend- 
ment to the Constitution to permit 
schoo! districts by a two-thirds 
vote to insure an indebtedness of 
not to exceed 5 per cent of the 
value of tangible property in the 
district in addition to the present 
limitation. i 

It is uncertain when the Shock- 
ley resolution will be taken up on 
the floor for perfection. It might 
be reached one day next week. 
If approved by both House and 
Senate, it would go before the 
State’s voters in a general elec- 
tion. 

Protest by Mahnkey. 


In the House today Mahnkey 
made verbal protest against the 
action of Shockley in recording 
Taylor and Matthews as voting 
for a favorable report on the reso- 
lution. 

Mahnkey said neither was pres- 
ent when the vote was taken and 
that while he understood they had 
asked to be recorded as favoring 
the resolution, they did not actual- 
ly vote. 

“In this instance,” he said, “the 
result would not have been 
changed had their votes not been 
recorded, but I think it is estab- 
lishing a bad precedent. It is con- 
trary to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution and the rules of the 
House.”

7 PCT. FROM LIKE

For Four-Week Period, Com- 
parative Decline Is 5 Pct. 
—For Year 3 Pct. 


St. Louis department store sales 
last week fell 7 per cent below 
the dollar-volume level of sales in 
the corresponding week of 1948, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis reported today. 

For the four-week period ending 
last Saturday, the comparative de- 
cline was 5 per cent. For the year 
to date, dollar volume was off 3 
Per cent. 

The decline last week was gen- 
eral throughout the Eighth Fed- 
eral Reserve District, which em- 
braces parts of seven states. Sales 


in Little Rock, Ark., were off 7 
per cent, and both Louisville, Ky., 
and Memphis, Tenn., reported de- 
clines of 5 per cent. The decline 
for the district as a whole was 7 
per cent. 


Democratic mayoral nomination, 
although party leaders expect 
Joseph M. Darst, former Director 
of Public Welfare, who has the 
‘support of the Democratic ward 
organizations, will be the nominee.

was withdrawing from the contest 
in Darst’s favor. 5 

In a prepared statement, he 
asked that any person “who may 
have been inclined to support me, 
place that support behind the 
‘candidacy of Joseph M. Darst.” 

Although maintaining his con- 
tention that the election board 
was wrong in removing his name 
from the voting lists, Joseph said 
the board’s ruling makes his fur- 
‘ther participation in the contest 
“undesirable for the best interests 
of the Democratic party and of 
the people of St. Louis” because 
it would enable political oppo- 
nents to diffuse the party strength 
and elect “some candidate who 
does not represent the will of the 
majority of the people.” 

There are two other candidates 
seeking the Democratic mayoral 
nomination, Matthew J. McFa- 
tridge, a retired policemen, and 
George L. Sullivan, a filling sta- 
tion operator. 


G. O. P. Candidates. 

The contest for the Republican 
mayoral nomination has been gen- 
erally inactive, the party’s ward 
organizations having lined up in 
back of J. Edward Gragg, lawyer, 
practically assuring him of the 
nomination over his three oppo- 
nents. They are Russell J. Zie- 
genhein, partner in a south St. 
‘Louis tap room; Julius J. Noser, 
a retired bungalow builder, and 
Albert A. Huber, a securities sales- 
man. 

Neither the Democratic nor the 
Republican contests for nomina- 
tion for Comptroller have been 
active. The organization-supported 
candidates on both tickets are ex- 
pected by party leaders to be 
nominated without difficulty.

Raids Made in Effort to Halt 
Gambling in St. Clair 
County. 


Twenty-one slot machines were 
seized in East St. Louis and St. 
Clair county late yesterday in the 
first extensive series of raids made 
by the office of State’s Attorney 
Richard T. Carter since his elec- 
tion last fall. 

The raids were directed by Clif- 
ford Flood, chief investigator for 


Carter, following a long-distance 
conversation with the State's At- 
torney, who departed last Satur- 
day on vacation. Flood told re- 
porters he advised Carter that, 
wtih the State’s Attorney out of 
the-way temporarily, slot machines 
were being hauled out of storage 
and placed in general operation. 
Carter ordered immediate steps to 
halt the gambling, the investigator 


said. 

Acting on the instructions, 
Flood obtained 20 John Doe“ 
gambling warrants yesterday from 
Justices ot the Peace Xavier F. 
Bertelsman and Walter G. Gross- 
man at Belleville late yesterday. 
He then set out with Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Ed Lehman and Deputy 
George Weilmuenster on & round 
of taverns. The raiding party was 
accompanied by a moving van. 

The first seven places visited, six 
taverns and a filling station, re- 
sulted in seizure of 21 slot ma- 
chines, which were in open opera- 
tion. At that point “the word got 
around,” Flood explained, and 
other establishments visited had 
no machines in operation, although 
Flood had received; information 
that “one-armed bandits” had ap- 
peared in the places since last 
Saturday. 

Named in the warrants, follow- 
ing seizure of the machines, were: 
Nick Karnegis, 6 North Fifteenth 
street, four machines; Stan Ver- 
bal, 122 South Fifteenth street, 
four machines; Araan Bugdoian, 
1539 Broadway, four machines;

‘sumed the manufacture of gas yes- 


terday afternoon, after CIO work- 
ers entered en masse in company 
trucks and started manufacturing 
processes, which were shutdown 
Tuesday by a walkout of the AFL 
gas makers, The plant was oper- 
ating at full capacity today, with 
CIO personnel, and a normal sup- 
ply of gas is on hand, a compan 
spokesman stated. : 

John I. Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, with which the 
AFL men are affiliated, late yes- 
terday advised the gas workers to 
accept the results of a Labor Board 
election, which was won by the 
CIO. Rollings urged the AFL men 
to cease their resistance “in the 
interests of the public and organ- 
ized labor.” 


“They Had Bricks,” 


About 75 AFL men appeared 
outside the plant this morning and 
set up a picket line of five men, 
who carried “Unfair” signs. Leo 
Bachinski, business agent of Local 
148, International Union of Oper- 
ating Engineers, of which the gas 
men contend they are still mem- 
bers, conferred with the group in 
a street meeting and was heard to 
remark: “They had bricks in those 
trucks yesterday,” apparently re- 
ferring to the dramatic arrival of 
more than 300 CIO men shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday. 

The company yesterday said the 
truck caravan was formed with- 
out company consent and that 
efforts were made to have police 
stop the movement to the plant. 
The CIO men not required in the 
plant operation left in the trucks 
at the request of Sheriff Arthur

arrival. , 

To reporters, Bachinski stated 
briefly there was “no change” in 
the AFL position.

The city of St. Louis will appeal 
to court from the action of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion today in overruling motions 
for rehearing of the allowance of 
$3,228,529 in annual Missouri rate 


increases to Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. 

Associate City Counselor For- 
rest G. Ferris Jr. told the Post- 
Dispatch the petition for judicial 
review would be filed in Cole 
County Circuit Court early next 
week, after he was notified of the 
latest commission ruling. 

The commission acted on re 
hearing motions by seven cities 
objecting to the rate increases— 
St. Louis, Kansas City, University 
City, Kirkwood, Trenton, Fulton 
and Lamar. The motions were 
based on an order for the in- 
creases by the commission Feb. 25, 
which reinstated the increases aft- 
er they had been knocked out 
previously in a legal snarl. 

No Action on Other Pleas. 

The commission has refrained 
from acting on motions filed by 
Southwestern Bell and by Kansas 
City for rehearing of another com- 
mission order, issued Feb. 23. 
Those motions attacked that qr- 
der, which knocked out the orig- 
inal decision for the increases and 
directed refund of the amounts of 
rate increases collected between 
Feb. 1 and today. 

There was reason to believe 
that the commission preferred not 
to act on these motions because 
Judge Sam C. Blair of Cole Coun- 
ty Circuit Court has retained jur- 
isdiction on the refund matter. He 
has deferred acting on it at least 
until a hearing March 26. 

Judge Blair had reversed and 
remanded the commission’s orig- 
inal order for the increases, issued 
Jan. 18. 

Board Splits 3 to 2. 

The commission split 3 to 2 in 
overruling the cities’ rehearing 
motions, in the same way it had 
divided over allowing the in- 
creases. Chairman Morris E. Os- 
burn and Commissioners Kyle D. 
Williams and Agnes Mae Wilson 
concurred in the overruling de- 
cision. Commissioners Charles L. 
Henson and E. L. McClintock dis- 
sented. 

The second order, reinstating the 
increases, became effective today. 
However, the company has been 
collecting the higher rates with- 
out interruption since Feb. 1, ef- 
fective date under the original or- 
der.

U.S. GRAND JURY 
‘TO GHECK BAKERY 
- SANITATION HERE 


Calls Food and Drug Of- 
ficial for Questioning 

on Wholesale Plant 
Conditions. 


An investigation of sanitary 
conditions in bakeries here which 
ship products in interstate trade 
will be made by the United States 
District Court grand jury now in 
session, it was learned today. 

Members of the grand jury no- 
tified United States Attorney 
Drake Watson that they wished 
to take up the matter and asked 
that Roy 8. Pruitt, chief of the 
Pure Food and Drug Administra- 
tion office in St. Louis, be notified 


Watson and Pruitt both refused 
to discuss the matter, but it was 
learned that Pruitt has been sub- 
penaed to appear before the jury 
next Monday. As a result of com- 
plaints he has made to Watson's 
office, criminal informations have 
been filed against four large bak- 
eries here charging they shipped 
contaminated products in inter- 
state trade. 

Violation of the Pure Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Law is a mis- 
demeanor for the first offense, 
punishable on conviction by a 
maximum of a $1000 fine and one 
year in jail. Subsequent offenses, 
if knowledge and intent to violate 
the law is shown, are felonies, 
punishable on conviction by a 
maximum of a $10,000 fine and 
three years’ imprisonment.

That is Leon Keyserling’s metaphor to explain why Presi-

Keyserling, dark-haired and 
oliveskinned, is the youngest and 
most articulate member of the 
President’s three-man Council of 
Economic Advisers, which makes 
factual surveys of the country’s 
economic situation, studies the 
trends and forecasts the probable 
results of prospective national and 
international policies under con- 
sideration by the Administration. 
He was interviewed by the Post- 
Dispatch in his high-ceilinged of- 
fice on the third floor of the old 
State Department Building. The 
purpose of the interview was to 
learn why President Truman at 
his press conference last week in- 
sisted on his economic control 
recommendations, which are most- 
ly deflationary, in the same breath 
he defended relaxation of install- 


ment buying regulations that is 
expected to have an inflationary 
effect. 


Prices Going Up and Down. 


Truman told reporters that al- 


though some prices, notably farm 


prices, were going down, others 
and might

go higher. 
Keyserling, of course, supported 
the President. , 
“What we are seeking,“ he 
said, “is a stabilization of our 
economy at a high level of em- 
ployment, production and busi- 
ness investment. The decline of 
some farm prices—not all—and 
the slight drop in the cost of 
‘living during the last three 
months have led some people to 
believe that we have started on 
a downward spiral. But some 
prices are still going up, and if 
allowed to continue upward they 
could unbalance our economy. 
“We are now in a period of

Asked what prices were still 
going up, Keyserling took his fect 
from his wide mahogany desk, 
and walked to a bookshelf, from 
which he took a black-covered, 
stapléd folder. 

Charts Show Price Trends. 

Selecting a page with a chart of 
prices, he said: 

“Our latest information goes 
through January of this year; 
these upward lines show the in- 
crease in prices of steel, lead, zinc, 
plumbing and heating equipment, 
farm machinery, brick and tile, 
fuel and lighting. The last named 
are representative also of other 
public utilities, such as communi- 
cations and local transportation. 
Rents are still going up and are 
likely to increase even when rent 
control is continued.” 

Selecting another chart, he con- 
tinued: 

“This shows the drop in farm 
and food prices. Farm prices are 
going down but they may be 
stabilized in April. We had u 
similar drop last year that was 
reflected in a drop in food prices. 
But food prices today are not 
down to what they were in 
1948. 

“These charts show that we 
have divergent price movements. 
Some are going down, others go- 
ing up. That's why we need 4 
modern flexible program to stabi- 
lize prices.” 

“What about the increased un- 
employment? Has. that become 
serious?” he was asked. 

“A Matter of Opinion.” 

“That is a matter of opinion,” 

he replied. “It is important to 
remember that more people are 
employed than ever before. From 
an economist’s viewpoint, the per- 
centage of the unemployed is im- 
portant, but percentages don’t 
mean much to a man out of a 
ob. 
1 we need is a well 
rounded program that will sus- 
tain high employment, full pro- 
duction and large capital invest- 
ments. The Government needs 
authority to step in at selected 
spots to maintain employment 
and sustain purchasing power. 
That is where the social and tax- 
ing programs come in.” 

Keyserling did not go into de- 
tails about the contradictory pro- 
grams that the Administration be- 
lieves would balance the economy 
at its present high level. 

These programs can be roughly 
divided. into proposed legislation 
that would increase demand for 
goods and services, including farm 


products, and those that would, 


decrease demand or increase 


supply. 

The first group, generally in- 
flationary, would increase pur- 
chasing power. It includes higher 
minimum wages, broader social 
security (at first this would be 
deflationary because the tax 
would decrease purchasing 
power), relaxation of credit con-

told, the Shockley bill would strip the commission of regulatory

| The result: A steadily expanding 
co-operative protection program 
which now includes 5,000,000 acres 
of privately-owned land. 

Plans: To bring more of the 
staté’s 15,500,900 acres of private- 
ly-owned forest lands under the 
program; to increase the lumber 
yield from 525,000,000 board feet 
in 1947 to its potential of 2,625,- 
000,000 board feet annually with- 
out depleting growing stock. 

As depletion of wildlife is a by- 
product of forest depletion, so is 
restoration of game and fish a 
by-product of forest protection. As 
the natural “litter of the floor” of 
the forest is restored,. game finds 
cover and food; the rainfall seeps 
into the ground instead of tear- 
ing away the soil in rapid run-offs, 
spring and streams resume a year- 
around clear flow and fish return. 


| Natural Conditions. 


The extent of such restoration, 
and its capabilities of supporting 
wildlife, is a matter of major 
study by the commission’s field 
agents and laboratory men, The 
attitude is this: That the most 
practical way to maintain an 
abundance of wildlife lies in creat- 
ing the natural conditions under 
which such wildlife survives and 
multiplies. 

The alternative to this natural- 
production policy is one of con- 
stantly re-stocking the forests, 
fields and streams with wildlife 
that cennot survive in large num- 
bers because the factors which 
permit survival are lacking. It 
is a costly process which assures 
the hunter nothing the following 
season unless the re-stocking is re- 
peated. 

This does not bar re-stocking 
practices. Fish and game are 
propagated and released by the 
commission, but in conformity

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Acheson Looks to Germany 


The State Department seems to be getting 
ready to take over full control of our German 
policy. If it does, Secretary Acheson will be 
doing what his predecessors, Secretaries Byrnes 
and Marshall, more than once promised to do, 
but never did. Certainly, the time is ripe. 

The German situation has long since ceased to 
be the relatively simples law-and-order problem 
of a military occupation of conquered territory. 
Enough of an administrative framework has 
been built to permit the Germans themselves to 
carry out many of the day-by-day functions of 
government: the policing of cities, rationing of 
food, enforcement of sanitary measures, and the 
like. 

The Germans also have been given control 
over numerous phases of their economy. And 
at Bonn, they were urged to adopt a consti- 
tution which will give them a federal govern- 
ment of sorts. They are on their way to at least 
a limited measure of sovereignty, and so deal- 
ings with them ought to be conducted more and 
more by diplomats rather than by military 
commanders. 

There has been a basic change in our reason 
for having troops in Germany. They are again 
primarily a military force, not so much expected 
to maintain order in Germany as to keep even 
a scale which carries on its other arm the Red 
Army. They have become a factor in the cold 
war, a war in which even military pawns must 
be moved by diplomats. 

To the Army’s credit, it was not especially 
eager for the role which it now occupies. The 
State Department balked at responsibility, and 
so the military was virtually forced to make pol- 
icy in non-military fields. Maybe men like 
Under Secretary Draper and Gen. Clay devel- 
oped a certain taste for this, but Draper is now 
gone, and Clay may follow him before long. 

If so, the change-over to State Department 
control can be made without stepping on any 
important toes. In any event, Secretary Ache- 
son has broken up the old Occupied Areas sec- 
tion in his department, and has substituted for 
it a new Office of German and Austrian Affairs. 
In this, he has brought together all the experts 
who have been working more or less independ- 
ently on German problems. He has put it in 
the charge of Robert D. Murphy, recalled from 
Germany for the job. And George F. Kennan 
has been sent to Germany to do staff work 
there. 

The move which this reorganization portends 
can be made none too soon. Our German policy 
is muddled. The Germans do not know just what 
to expect of us. The British and French have 
doubts about some of the goals toward which 
Gen. Clay and his superiors seemed to be work- 
ing, especially in the industrialization of Ger- 
many. On other sectors, especially the Berlin 
stalemate, the Army seems inclined just to drift 
along. 

The whole complex of German problems—as 
it affects the Germans, as it affects the Russians, 
as it affects our allies, and as it affects the 
United States—ought to be more vigorously 
pushed toward a solution. And that, surely, is 
work for the State Department. 
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Why the Sewer Bonds Are Needed 


If every voter going to the primary polls in- 
formed himself about the $15,000,000 sewer bond 
issue, it would get, we think, the necessary two- 
thirds and many votes to spare. 

Most of the money would be invested in a 
northwestern section of the city where floods 
have become chronic. The present sewers are 
so inadequate that, in one 1946 storm, the rush- 
ing waters lifted manhole covers and two youths 
were washed to their deaths. Basements have 
been flooded many times, and the heaviest 
storms require the rescue of residents from their 
homes. 

“What is there in this proposition for me?” 
voters in other parts of the city may ask. It 
was that question, perhaps, which kept these 
sewer bonds from getting the required two- 
thirds when they were submitted last November. 
- Pork-barrel thinking is extremely selfish in 
this case. Neighborhoods that have adequate 
sewers today owe it in part to the districts that 
need protection now. People in the suffering 
areas helped vote previous sewer improvements 
into being. They helped pay the taxes to retire 
the bonds. It would be a shabby thing if people 
who have gladly accepted aid in the past were to 
deny aid to other people now in need. It would 
be like two men in a well, the one climbing out 
on the other’s shoulders and then refusing to 
give his companion a hand up. 

It might be added that no part of the city can 
afford the disease hazard that comes with over- 
flowing sewers anywhere in the city, and that 
genuine public improvements anywhere in the 
community redound to the benefit of the whole 


community. First and foremost, however, the 


sense of fair play of St. Louisans should move 
them to vote Yes on the sewer bonds. 
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A Court Fight for the Pass? 

Many streetcar and bus riders thought highly 
of the weekly pass, so every reasonable effort 
is justified to recover it for them. At the Board 
of Aldermen’s behest, City Counselor Stemmler 
is preparing court action against the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, which allowed the 
weekly rate to be withdrawn. Unfortunately, 
however, a combination of ‘circumstances makes 
it doubtful wisdom to pursue the effort in just 
this way at just this time. 

First, the city has not only conceded that the 
Public Service Co. needs more money; it actually 
proposed about as much aggregate fare increase 
as the commission has granted. The commis- 
sion granted the city’s plea not to raise the 10- 
cent cash fare but this made it necessary to step 
up fares somewhere else. The commission did 
it by abolishing the pass. It had some moral 
support even in this act, for the city’s own wit- 
nesses proposed to make users of passes bear 
more of the cost. How, then, can the Board of 
Aldermen possibly get its wish to restore the 
weekly pass at the old $1.50 price? 

Second, there is no evidence that the case was 
decided without careful weighing of all factors. 
The commission faced a dilemma to grant more 
revenue without driving away passengers. City 
Counselor Stemmler’s spontaneous reaction to 
its decision was to praise its fairness. If an ap- 
peal is taken now, this will make Mr. Stemmler 
and his aids decidedly embarrassed advocates. 

Third, it is not as though the pass were neces- 
sarily gone forever. The commission wisely 


ordered a 90-day experiment, after which the 


whole fare structure is to be reconsidered. What 
chance has the experiment to prove anything if 
it is plagued with litigation that may consume

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On Ivan Elliott’s Desk 


Although not on the scale of the rampant 
commercialized gambling under the Green- 
Barrett regime, dice games, handbooks and 
other forms of gambling law violations are again 
becoming common enough in parts of Southern 
Illinois.

But if the State’s At- 
torney does not do his duty—if he has been 
made part of the machine and so protects the 
gambling operators rather than the people—the 
higher responsibility is on the Attorney General 
at Springfield. That means the higher respon- 
sibility rests on Ivan A. Elliott. 

Mr. Elliott put himself squarely on record on 
this issue in his address before the Illinois 
State’s Attorneys’ Association last December.

It is the.duty of the State’s Attorneys and 
of the Attorney General to enforce all the 
laws at all times. I want you to know that 
I intend to fulfill my obligations to enforce 
all the laws on the books. 

Not content with this all-inclusive statement, 
Mr. Elliott then said specifically that if local 
officials tolerated gambling, his office would 
“not shirk its responsibility.” Finally, to point 
up his attitude, he said: “You can read the 
statutes as well as I.” 

This leaves no doubt about anything. If the 
local prosecutor is faithless to his trust, Ivan 
Elliott is on record to enforce the laws—“ all the 
laws on the books.” 

Two months is enough time for the new At- 
torney General to find out what is going on. 
The people of Illinois who voted for him are go- 
ing to expect action right away. 
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Suey Hong's Memory 

Writing from San Francisco, Mrs. Roosevelt 
tells us: “In Chinatown I nearly always go to 
the shop of my old friend, Suey Hong, and 
though my visits are so rare,. he never forgets 
me and takes great pains to show me his wares.” 
In almost anyone else of Eleanor Roosevelt's 
prominence, it would be an affectation to won- 
der that Suey Hong remembers her. In her re- 
port on the passing day, it is another reflection 
of a fine and unassuming character. 
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Fine Idea, But— 

Exchange of citizens’ fact-finding commissions 
by the United States and the Soviet Union, as 
proposed by Bishop Oxnam, could “help relieve 
the tension between East and West,” as he says. 

It would help the United States to know more 
about Russia, if the Soviet hierarchy had not 
decreed that any outsider who tries to find out 
anything about industry, agriculture, trade or 
communication—to name only a few of the top- 
secret subjects—is a spy. Russians would be 
more disposed to tell Americans about these 
things if the same decree had not specified that 
any Russian who does so will be sent to a labor 
camp for five to 10 years. 

It would help Americans and Russians to know 
one another by talking together, if the Presidium 
of the Supreme Soviet had not decreed that Rus- 
sians shall not discuss matters of substance with 
foreigners and that those Who Go shall be subject 
to criminal prosecution. 

It would help Russians to learn about the 
United States and go back and tell their fellow- 
Russians the facts about this country, if any- 
thing favorable they reported were not certain 
to draw down denunciation on them as pawns of 
effete and decadent bourgeois states. 

The harsh fact is that the exchanges of under- 
standing which Bishop Oxnam proposes have 
become so indispensable to the peace of the 
world precisely because Russia has chosen to 
make them impossible. 

Even so, the idea is a good one and proposing 
it can do no harm. 


Minimum in Equal Education 

There should be no hesitation on the part of 
the Missouri. Legislature in passing the basic 
education bill introduced by Representative 
Howard Elliott. What the St. Louis county mem- 
ber proposes is that Negroes be admitted to the 
graduate and professional schools of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri if comparable courses are not 
provided at the state’s tax-supported Lincoln 
University for Negroes at Jefferson City. 

This is the very minimum in reasonableness, 
fairness and justice. If a Missouri student can- 
not obtain a graduate course or professional 
training at Lincoln University, there is no alter- 
native but for the state to open the doors of the 
university at-Columbia. This is recommended 
by the curators of the university, by an over- 
whelming vote of students and by the special 
House Equal Rights Committee, of which Mr. 
Elliott is chairman. 

One aspect of this bill which deserves special 
checking is its relation to the law school for 
Negroes set up in St. Louis. This school must 
move from its inadequate quarters, and, to pro- 
vide a new building for it, an appropriation of 
$450,000 is now asked by the administrators of 
Lincoln University. Gov. Donnelly wisely vetoed 
a similar appropriation passed by the last ses- 
sion. Negro law students should be admitted at 
Columbia. If nearly a half-million dollars are 
available for the development of education for 
the law, it can be spent to much better advantage 
for all the state’s law students. 

In this connection, our legislators at Jefferson 
City will be interested in what has just hap- 
pened at Indianapolis. Using a pen which once 
belonged to George Washington Carver, Gov. 
Shricker has signed a bill which prohibits segre- 


ation in all Indiana public schools. The new 


Statute abolishes segregation at the lowest levels 
first and then moves up through junior and 
senior high schools. If Indiana can take so firm 


a stand for equal educational opportunity, Mis- 


souril surely is ready to approve the minimum

Like a certain well-advertised soap, Gov- 
ernment employes now have been found to 
be 99-plus per cent pure, politically speak- 
ing. The FBI reports that of 2,387,235 per- 
sons checked for loyalty, 2,378,763 have been 
cleared. 

Full investigations have been ordered in 
only 7996 cases, and it is a reasonable as- 
sumption that some of these persons have 
been absolved of dis- 
loyalty. Investigations 
are now on a current 
basis covering new 
employes. In view of 
this heart-warming 
testimonial to the al- 
legiance of federal 
workers, we suggest 
that the time has 
come to call off the 
dogs—to abolish the 
elaborate loyalty 
check procedure and J. Edgar Hoover 
return such screening as still may be de- 
sirable to the City Service Commission op- 
erating under redefined standards of pro- 
cedure. 


The very size of the percentage of em- 


ployes to whom no suspicion has attached 


is in itself reason to ask what all the shoot- 
ing has been about. 


Atmosphere of Inquisition 


Inevitably the mass loyalty investiga- 
tions have brought with them an atmos- 
phere of inquisition and near-hysteria that 
has done profound damage to the morale 
and efficiency of the federal service. This 
is the sort of atmosphere, aided and abet- 
ted by irresponsible charges from Capitol 
Hill, that has led to such abuses as the 
smearing of a highly trusted Commerce 
employe because his estranged daughter 
worked for a Russian news agency. 

The smears and hounding attending the 
loyalty program have had a stultifying ef- 
fect on initiative; they have made federal 
workers wary about saying anything that 
even a casual bystander might suspect. 
The whole tendency has been to make Gov- 
ernment employment unattractive to per- 
sons of independent mind and convictions. 

This atmosphere has developed despite 
the sincere efforts of many officials con- 
nected with the loyalty program to be fair. 
No matter how scrupulous the investiga- 
tions, the system has put a premium on 
tattle, spite talk, hearsay and informerism. 
It has made the lives of thousands of fed- 
eral employes miserable. It has held above 
their heads a constantly suspended sword 
of Damocles. 


Guilty Until Proved Innocent 


Charges often have been of the vaguest 


sort, and the burden of proof has been, not 
on the accusers, but on the accused. Indeed, 
congressional and public pressures have 
made it almost impossible for loyalty boards 
to exercise discretion in cases of reasonable 
doubt. 4 
Too often the line of questioning has re- 
volved around conformity with prevailing 
mores in personal habits and personal opin- 
ion. Defendants and witnesses have been 


charged thinks of the segregation of blood 
in blood banks, whether he has any sym- 
pathy for the underprivileged, whether he 
has intelligent and clever associates, what 
he thinks of conscription, or even of the 
loyalty program itself. 

Some of the loyalty investigations have 
been grossly unjust on their face. For in- 
stance, an American civilian employe in 
Japan was charged with disloyalty be- 
cause of a statement he made at a con- 
ference on agricultural products and ways 
of eliminating the black market. He advo- 
cated that in return for fertilizer being giv- 
en to farmers they be required to turn in 
a certain portion of their produce to the 
Government for distribution. An Army of- 
ficer retorted: “That sounds like Commu- 
nist doctrine,” and on that basis the em- 
ploye was charged. 


Immunity for a Man’s Accusers 


A charge of disloyalty is perhaps the only 
crime in the United States in which the de- 
fendant cannot confront his accusers. In 
cases ranging from treason to purse snatch- 
ing, this is an elementary right under the 
American juridical system. Jurisdiction 
over loyalty, however, is outside the judi- 
ciary, and persons given a broad set of 
charges against which to defend themselves 
are told that it is impossible to bring their 


accusers to light because of the necessity 


of protecting the FBI's sources. 

The result of this process often is to pun- 
ish a man, not for his acts but for what he 
conceivably might do. This process, more- 
over, has given rise to the nebulous and 
frightening term “security risk” under 
which persons are discharged or denied em- 
ployment without reference to loyalty. 

Even if one accepts the thesis that no 
one has a right to a Government job, it is 


impossible to condone practices that result . 


in proscribing a person for both public and 
most private employment on evidence that 
would not stand up in court. 


Division, Suspicion and Confusion 


If some sort of screening for federal jobs 
is to be continued under the Civil Service 
Commission, we think there ought to be a 
complete study of standards by some emi- 
nent and disinterested figure. Basic to any 
new set of standards, in our opinion, should 
be a requirement that the evidence be of a 


nature acceptable in a court, for certainly 


the charges are just as serious as any made 
in court. 

Furthermore, we believe there ought to 
be a complete redefinition of what consti- 
tutes sensitive jobs, for it is these that are 
the primary concern of investigations.

Heresy to Stalin. 


What makes the article espe- 
cially significant is the evidence 
that Stalin takes a personal in- 
terest in every word that goes into 
Bolshevik. Therefore, what Burd- 
zhaloy says has the imprimatur 
of the supreme dictator himself. 


What the article declares, re- 
duced to its simplest terms, is 
that the Communist parties of 
every country in the world must 
follow the exact pattern of Rus- 
sia in moving toward revolution 
to overthrow the landowners and 


dictatorship of the proletariat. 
Any deviation from this pattern 
of revolution is heresy or treason. 

This can be related directly to 
the recent statements of Thorez 
in France, Togliatti in Italy, the 
British ‘Communist leaders and 
William Z. Foster and Eugene 
Dennis in the United States. One 
after the other, parrotlike, they 
stated that in the event of war 
with the Soviet Union they would 
be loyal to Russia rather than 
their own country. 


Marx-Engels Revelations.

Wing Shot Champion of the World. 
T was not until I had shot the 
match with Paine on the 29th 
of May, 1875, that I fully made 
up my mind to go to England. I 
wished to go with the American 
Rifle Team, which sailed on the 
good ship City of Chester on the 


We sailed on the 5th of June, 
and had a very prosperous voyage. 
I found the distinguished gentle- 
men of the rifle team very friend- 
ly and companionable. The pas- 
sage was rapid. The team landed 
at Queenstown, while I went on 
in the City of Chester to Liverpool. 


On my arrival in London I made 
public through the press an offer 


for the championship, reasonable 
stakes, and a gold medal, at 100 
birds each. This was accepted. On 
the Ast of June I gave an exhi- 
bition at the Welsh Harp, Hendon. 
Concerning this I need do no more 
than give an extract from the Lon- 
don Field: 

“The locale first chosen for Capt. 
Bogardus to show the Britishers 
how to shoot was Mr. Wagner's, 
the Welsh Harp, Hendon, and, 
Monday afternoon being fine, 
there was a very fair company 
present. The proceedings com- 
menced with a sweepstake, Capt. 
Bogardus standing at 29 yards, at 
which distance he held his own 
against Mr. Fowler and many oth- 
er well-known pigeon shots. A, 
move was now Made down the 
field to witness the first of the 
exhibition matches—viz., Capt. 
Bogardus to shoot at 25 pairs of 
pigeons, and to kill 38 birds from 
two spring traps, 40 yards apart; 
the shooter to stand on a line be- 
tween the two traps; which are 
sprung at the same time. 

All being in readiness, the match 
began by the captain killing his 
left bird, and, twisting his body 
round, his legs being firmly plant- 
ed, he laid the other pigeon dead 
a short distance from the trap. 
Throughout this match the cap- 
tain took his left-hand bird first, 
and at the finish the score stood 
39 kills out of 44 pigeons shot at. 


Some ‘Owls’ Among Birds. 
It should be mentioned that the 
birds were a mixed lot, with many 


remarked, ‘This stranger is no 
catch.’ 

“The next part of the program 
was to kill 25 pigeons in four

(AP)—Sheriff Claude T. Taylor 
and the crusading Van Meule- 
brocks, who struck terror in the 
hearts of tavern owners last fall, 
were indicted yesterday by a spe- 
cial grand jury. 

The jury, called to investigate 
alleged gambling in Rock Island 
county, charged Taylor with non- 
feasance and perjury, and the 
Van Meulebrocks, Mrs. Helene | 
and her daughter, Marie, with ex- 
tortion and perjury. 

In a lengthy statement handed 
up with indictments, the jury 
criticized law enforcement and 
other public officials for what it 
called a “tolerant attitude” toward 
gambling.

A conference of Protestant church- 
men today passed a resolution 
urging the Senate to postpone fi- 
nal action on the proposed North 
Atlantic pact “until the nation has 
had opportunity for a full discus- 
sion of all its provisions and im- 
lications.” 

The resolution was passed by 
a section meeting of some 120 
churchmen at the Federal Council 
of Churches study conference here. 
The council represents 35,000,000 
Protestants. 

The church leaders also urged 
the Senate to enter into no de- 
fensive alliance “which might val- 


sia, just as a Russian alliance with 
Latin America undoubtedly would 
appear to us.” 

The resolution said that “region- 
al military alliances are, of course, 
no substitute for the relief of hu- 
man distress and the meeting of 
human needs. . . and they must 
not be allowed to take primacy 
over such constructive programs” 
as the European reconstruction 
program. 

The resolution also supported 
President Truman’s “bold new 
program” to raise living stand- 
ards in undeveloped areas of the 
world. 

The delegates passed the resolu- 
tion after many of their questions 
concerning the past were ex- 
plained in a briefing on its general 
provisions by State Department 
Counsellor Charles E. Bohlen in a 
closed meeting. 

Most of the delegates had ad- 
mitted they did not know enough 
about the pact's actual provisions 
to form an intelligent opinion 
about it.

What Is St. Louis 
Slogan---lf Any?

HAT is the St. Louis slogan? 
Some would add to this question the words 
“if any.” 

Others, remembering Chamber of Commerce 
posters glimpsed along the highways, would 
answer: 

“St. Louis, City of a Thousand Sights.” 

Still others would quote the sardonic tristich: 

“First in Shoes, First in Booze, and Last in 
the American League.” 

Both have the element of essential fact and 
slight hyperbole. Neither was ever officially 
constituted the city’s slogan. 

It is nearly 38 years since a committee of St. 
Louis bankers, merchants and manufacturers, 
sparked by the volatile William Marion Reedy, 
sat down to pick a municipal motto from 80,000 
entries, and to award a $500 prize offered by the 
Post-Dispatch. This newspaper had no part in 
the judging, and no one connected with the paper 
was permitted to compete. 

Each of the 27 members of the award commit-
